Resurgence of Business at 
Plants; Merger Rejected, 
Housing Authority Created 


Beginning Aug. 21, Granite Cityans will celebrate their 
Diamond Jubilee. This is the 26th in a series on local history. 


In. the autumn of 1938, the 
Northern Riverfront Committee 
of St. Louis interested Army 
engineers in plans to cut an 
eight-mile canal through a 
“belly” of land along the Illi- 
nois side of the Mississippi 
River. 

Besides eliminating a treach- 
erous stretch of river, the proj- 
ect would have added 4,000 
acres -onto northern St. Louis 
and provided Granite City with 
a large harbor. The latter drew 
strong support from industri- 
alists because it would permit 
low-cost barge shipments of 
raw materials. 

Lieut. Col. P. S. Reineke, 
U.S. District Engineer, report- 
ed the proposal to the Rivers 
and Harbors Committee of the 

| House, where it received favor- 
able hearing. 

When, in 1939, Congress en- 

| acted a War Department ap- 
propriation bill which contained 
an item of $44,000,000 for im- 
provement of inland waterways, 
many assumed that the Army 
would dig the canal and harbor. 

The project lost momentum at 
this point, however ‘— possibly 
because of exigencies’ created 
shortly after by the national de- 
fense program. 

Mills hummed with old- 
time vigor throughout 1939. 
Granite City Steel Co. em- 
ployed an average of 2,372 
workers during the year, in- 
cluding 721 who had been 
laid off in 1937 and 1938. 

Building permits/amounted 
to $103,934, the number of 
families on relief fluctuated 


between 480 and 590, and 
postal receipts totaled $474,- 

716, largest figure in local 

history. 

Shocked by a survey which 
disclosed that 45.9% of all dwell- 
ing units in the city were sub- 
standard, citizens launched a 
movement in spring of 1940 to 
obtain a federal housing project. 

The Granite City Housing Au- 
thority, organized in April, con- 
sisted of Mayor M. E. ‘Kirk- 
patrick, Alderman Roy Huff, 
Herman Droege, Ralph P. John- 
son and Charles Habekost. 


The City Council voted to 
sponsor the undertaking in 
September, and on Oct. 30 the 
U, S.’Housing Authority allotted 
$676,000 to build apartment 
houses with 151 dwelling units. 
Construction began “ in the 
autumn of 1940. 

Granite City was remarkably 
free of labor strife during the 
1930s. No serious strikes oc- 
curred and even the C.1I.0. and 
A.F. of L. forces agreed to 
march together in the Labor 
Day parade of 1939, flying a 
banner on which inter-union 
accord was to be symbolized by 
clasped hands. 

When_ executive officers of 
the A.F. of L. learned of the 
agreement they ordered t he 
banner withdrawn and forbade 
their members to participate in 
the parade. Nevertheless, as re- 
ported in the Press-Record: 

“, . . Several A.F. of L. 
unions marched with their 
banners and here and there

Ebersoldt, the only present 
Madison county member of the 
board of trustees, was named 
to succeed Morris Campbell of 
East St. Louis following his re- 
signation at the opening of the 
special meeting. 

Campbell, who will remain on 
the board as a trustee, submit- 
ted a letter of resignation in 
which he gave no specific rea- 
sons for resigning the presi- 
dent’s office which he had held 
since January 19 

Following acceptance of his 
resignation, Campbell nominat- 
ed Ebersold as board president. 
The nomination was given a 
second by George Duff of East 
St. Louis. Lawrence Tolar, the 
remaining member of the 
board, was not present.

Campbell became board presi- 
dent with the support of the two 
Quad-City trustees — Ebersoldt 
and Grant—in January 1969, and 
was re-elected in January 1970. 
He was re-elected again this 
year in a reorganization meet- 
ing June 9, The usual January 
reorganization was delayed 
when Tolar objected to holding 
an election at that time and 
suggested that all officers re- 
main in their posts. 

The four present levee district 
trusteees were convicted in St. 
Clair County Circuit Court of 
misconduct charges last fall and 
were ousted from office by a 
circuit court sentence. They ap- 
pealed the conviction and ob- 
tained an Appellate Court ruling 
permitting them to remain in 
office pending outcome of the 
appeal. 

Campbell was arrested during 
the July 7 board meeting on a 
charge of cashing payroll 
checks made out to another per- 
son. That meeting was recessed 
until July 12, but the meeting on 
that date was not held for lack 
of a quorum. Only Campbell 
and Ebersoldt attended. 

Ebersoldt, 61, a _ railroad 
switchman, has been a levee 
board member since 1964 and 
has been city clerk of Venice 
since 1954. 

“T will do the best job I can,” 
Ebersoldt said following his 
election Saturday. 

Appointed in 1963 

Campbell has been on the 
board of trustees since 1963 
when he was appointed to fill 
a vacancy. He has been an East 
St. Louis city liquor inspector

Howlett Star Rising Fast; Simon 
Still Front-Runner But Stumbling

Springfield — State Auditor 
Michael J. Howlett’s prospects 
of winning the Democratic nom- 
ination for governor have taken 
a sharp turn for the better. 
That's the current view be- 
neath the Statehouse dome. 
Only a few weeks ago, capitol 
cynics were ready to rule him 
out of the 1972 picture. The 
sound and fury of the six-month 
legislative session, in which he 


had little to do, veiled him from | 
public attention and other poli- | 


ticians monopolized 
licity spotlight. 

But, all the time, the affable 
auditor was quietly making his 
rounds about the state further 
adding to his already firm and 
substantial grassroots strength. 

Not only has Howlett been 
making more friends, but 
perhaps even more impor- 
tant, has avoided making 
any enemies. 

However, the big reason 
for the renewed Statehouse 
interest in Howlett has been 
the sudden troubles and ap- 
parent slipping of the rec- 
ognized front-runner for the 
gubernatorial nomination, 
Lt. Gov. Paul Simon. 

To the surprise and dismay 
of his supporters, Simon in re- 
cent days has been floundering 
about politically, speaking like 
a morning-line favorite on a 
muddy track. 

His latest blunder and most 
serious of all was to become 
involved in the bitter battle be- 
ing waged in Chicago over plans 
for a new metropolitan sports 
stadium. Basic centers of power 
and influence invariably collide 
on such sensitive issues in the 
big city and the battle is bloody. 

Simon, in an incredible and 
untypical performance, man- 
aged to antagonize both sides 
and has had his political

knuckles severely rapped by

Perhaps ever more dam- 
aging, Simon ended up on 
the side strongly opposed to 
Chicago Mayor Richard J. 
Daley, a fact the mayor is 
not likely to forget.

Politics being the game that 
it is, Howlett can look forward 
to greetings more warm than 
usual from the Democratic po- 
litical field army. 

Howlett’s chances for winning 
the top spot may also have been 
improved by an apparent ebbing 
of the national tide once run-

Beginning Sept. 1, each of 
Southern Illinois University’s 
two campuses will be admin- 
istered by a_ university presi- 
dent. In action taken at the 
Southwestern campus Friday, 
by the SIU. board of trustees, 
the men who have been serving 
as chancellors of the Carbon- 
dale and Southwestern cam- 
puses were named to become 
presidents. 

Chancellor John S, Rendleman 
of SIU-SW, will become presi- 
dent of that unit. 

Chancellor Robert Layer of 
SIU-Carbondale, will serve as 
its president until a new presi- 
dent can be located. The search 
for a permanent president of 
$IU-Carbondale has been pur- 
sued for several months during 
the university's reorganization 
period. 

The SIU board move was ex- 
plained by Chairman Harold R. 
Fischer of Granite City, who is 
vice-chairman of the First Gran- 
ite City National Bank, as one 
which “establishes the auton- 
omy of Southern Illinois. Uni- 
versity at Carbondale and 
Southern Illinois University in 
Madison County.” 

The presidents of the two uni- 
versity units will report directly 
to the board of trustees, and

An experimental work ex- 
perience career program will 
be conducted for as many as 
20 freshman at Madison High 
school during the new school 
year. The details were outlined 
at a meeting of the Board of 
Education Thursday night. 

The program is designed for 
potential dropouts and is limit- 
ed to 14 and 15 year-old boys 
and girls, according to Ronald 
Davis, who will direct it. 

The school district will ob- 
tain a $20,000 state grant. to 
finance it. 

Davis is to find part-time jobs 
for the youths, who will be paid 
at least a minimum hourly 


- wage of $1.60. The youths also 


will attend class at the high 
school. 

He said St. Elizabeth Hos- 
pital has offered to hire two 
youths and a clean towel ser- 
vice will employ 10 or 12 in a 
laundromat from 8 a.m, to 
noon. 

Three credits will be given 
students who complete the pro- 
gram. Davis is to work with the 
parents regarding their chil- 
dren and will serve as liaison 
between the school and com- 
munity, Wade James, assistant 
superintendent, said. 

Fred Riddle, superintendent, 
pointed out that the grant is 
for one year only. He said he 
was assured that if 10 students 
succeed in the program, the 
cost will be more than offset by 
the impact on state welfare 
payments. 

A proposal by Coordinated 
Youth Services to contract with 
the school district to assist in 
the duties of its truant officers 
was submitted by C. A. Mac- 
Millan, CYS director. 

The services, the same as 
provided for the Granite City 
School District, would be con- 
ducted at a cost of. $2,500 for 
the school year. It was taken 
under study by the board. 

Earl McClanahan, in charge 
of the summer school program 
which ended Friday, reported 
that 548 elementary and 136 
high school students attended, 
utlizing 31 teachers and 10 
teachers aids. In addition, 97 
students participated in a crafts 
and recreation program at two 
schools.

New Chaplain Training 


Due to New 


By CLAIRE COX

Drug abuse and racial ten- 
sions are the most serious be- 
havioral problems in their min- 
istry to the American soldier, in 
the opinion of the ‘man who will 
soon become chief of chaplains. 

Brig. Gen. Gerhardt W. 
Hyatt, who will take command 
Aug. 1, said in an interview 
that because these as well as 
other concerns are basically 
human relations problems, the 
Army is taking a new approach 
to training its clergy. 

Instead of lecturing or 
preaching on moral issues as 
the chaplain has in the past, he 
is now being educated and’ en- 
couraged to lead his men — 
and their families, too — in 
small-group disccussions in 
which they try to work out their 
own solutions to ‘their frictions 
and problems. 4 

Special training in the be- 
havioral sciences, particularly 
psychological counseling, is 
being offered to. chaplains to 
help them minister more effec- 
tively to commanders and GIs 
alike, as well as to enhance 
their status im the Army, in 
their profession and in society 
as a whole, 

“Chaplains today are much 
more sensitive to human con- 
cerns and approach them more 
from the needs of the individual 
than of the institution,’ Hyatt 
said. 

“In other words, they are not 
as prone to apply long-term or 
old approaches to — people’s 
problems on the basis of what 
the church or the institution 
says. 

“] think they are more in- 
clined to deal with each in- 
dividual as an individual rather 
than give the same pat answers 
to everyone.” 

This has brought added ac- 
ceptance and recognition to the 
chaplaincy, which only recently 
was accorded equal status with 
doctors and psychiatrists on 
Army hospital staffs, Previous- 
ly they had been classified as 
administrative officers. 

Moreover, chapla trained 
in the behavioral sciences are 
on the faculties of the Army 
infantry and arméur_ schools 
and are being asked to recom- 
mend ways in which moral and 
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Challenges 


ethical concepts can be incorp- 
orated in the curricula of these 
units, 

Chaplains have also become 
counselors on the interdisciplin- 
ary team at the school for 


problem soldiers at Ft, Riley, = 


Kan. 

They are making their influ- 
ence particularly felt also in 
encouraging commanders to 
abandon the old - fashioned 
“angry training,” accor 
Hyatt, and to replace i 
techniques showing greater re- 
spect for the dignity of the 
individual soldier. 

The basic functions of the 
chaplain and the problems with 
which he deals remain sub- 
stantially the same as they 
have been through the years, 
he noted. It is the approach 
that has changed, he said, add- 
ing: 

“Now we go into different 
aspects of problems that are 
accentuated today. We have 
had them with us all the time, 
but they are a little more in the 
area of human relations. 

“Drug abuse and racial ten- 
slons are the accentuated prob- 
lems today in society as a 
whole, Essentially both of them 
are human-relations problems. 

“That is why I am so con- 
cerned about getting chaplains 
trained in the behavioral scien- 
ces, specifically in the area of 
human relations, because | 
think both drug abuse and ra- 
cial tensions are a result of 
negative human relations.” 

To prepare chaplains to han- 
dle human problems more ef- 
fectively, the Army is sending 
some of its clergymen to 
school, for master’s degrees or 
to become pastoral counselors 
or supervisor-trainers. 

It is also conducting special 
seminars and workshops at 
posts around the world to orient 
all chaplains in becoming more 
aware of the problems of hu- 
manity so they can deal with 
them as “problems of individ- 
uals composing humanity, 
Hyatt said,

Some Workers Should Have More U.S. Tax Withheld 


Some people are not having 
enough federal income tax with- 
held from their paychecks, and 
may wind up owing the gov- 
ernment a large amount when 
they file their 1971 return, the 
Internal Revenue Service said 
today, 

The solution? Arrange for ad- 
ditional withholding with your 
employer, who has been fur- 
nished information necessary 
for that purpose. 

The standard deduction, for- 
merly 10 percent, has been in- 
creased to 13%. The withhold- 
ing system allows a 13% deduc- 
tion for all wage earners who 
are not entitled to the low-in- 
come allowance. 

However, the standard deduc- 
tion is limited to $1,500 on the 
tax return. For example, the 
withholding tables assume that 
a single taxpayer with a $15,000 
income will have 13%, or $1,9 
in deductions, But when the tax. 
payer fills out his return and 
takes the $1,500 standard deduc- 
tion, or $450 less than the de- 
ductions allowed for withhold- 
ing, he will generally wind up 
owing tax. The same taxpayer 
would have a similar problem 
if his itemized deductions were 
less than 13% of his income. 

Husband-Wife Problem 

Another withholding problem 
arises when both husband and 
wife are employed. Although 


the withholding system gives 
each employe the new low 
come allowance, the couple is 
entitled to only one low-income 
allowance when filing a joint re- 
turn. 

In addition, employes with 
high incomes may have too lit- 
tle withheld because the max 
mum withholding rates are lim. 
ited to 24% for single persons 
and 25% for married persons 

Taxpayers most likely to need 
more withholding are: Em- 
ployes who expect to earn more 
than $11,500 in 1971 and intend 
to claim the $1,500 standard de- 
duction or itemize deductions to- 
taling less than 13% of their 

aries; single employes who 
expect to earn $15,000 or more 
in 1971; married employes who 
expect to earn $25,000 or more 
in 1971 and whose spouses are 
not employed, and all working 


. couples. 


Employes who are not reason- 
ably sure that enough tax is be- 
ing withheld should 
the amount to be withheld dur- 
ing 1971 from the tables IRS 
has made available to their em- 
ployers, the IRS said. They 
should then compare this esti 
mate with the amount of tax 
liability on their .expected in- 
come for 1971. 

If more withholding is neces- 
sary, the taxpayer should file 
a ‘new exemption certificate

Illinois’ 5 Million Voters 


By RAY SERATI

Springfield—State election of- 
ficials say as of now they do 
not have any definite informa- 
tion as to how many 18-year- 
olds are eligible to vote in Illi- 
nois elections. 

The necessary number of 
states have ratified an amend- 
ment to the U. S. Constitution 
which gives the 18-year-old the 
right to vote. It has been signed 
by President Nixon. 

Prior to that time, a U. S. 
Supreme Court ruling had held 
that the 18-year-olds could vote 
only in federal elections such 
as for President. Now the 18- 
year-old can vote in all elec- 
tions, 

Don Ed, head of the Index 
Division in Secretary of State 
John W. Lewis’ office, which is 
in charge of state elections, 
says, “We have no idea as to. 
how many 18-year-olds are 
eligible to vote, because when 
they register their registration 
cards will be integrated with 
the others and not separated 
because of age differences.” 

Duplication Avoided 

Those 18-year-olds who regis- 

tered on the strength of the 

S. Supreme Court ruling 
were kept separate since they 
could vote only in federally-con- 
nected elections, 

This meant that precinct elec- 
tion officials actually would 
have received two separate 
election records. One would 


have been for persons eligible 
to vote in all elections and one 
would have’ been for the 18& 
year-old which would vote only 
in the federally-connected elec- 
tions. o 


Now, Ed says, all of this infor 
mation will be placed in the 
large master files of the local ~ 
election officials, 


Ed points out that since this 
will now be one big file, it will 
be virtually impossible to de- 
termine just how many 18 
year-olds will be voting in Illi+ 
nois. 

In the last general election, 
held in November 1970, there 
were 5,337,692 eligible to vote. 
However, this was only the 21- 
year-olds and over. 

Just how much that figure 
will be swelled is difficult to 
estimate. But one thing is cer- 
tain: It will be increased by a 
sizeable margin, .

On June 12, 1940, residents of 
Nameoki petitioned the county 
court for-an election to decide 
if their community should be 
merged with Granite Ctiy. 

Submitted to vote on Sept. 10, 
the proposal was rejected in 
Nameoki by 743 to 300, but ap- 
proved in Granite City by 360 
to 273. This defeated the merger 
plan, which was destined to be 
reversed a decade later. 

More resilient than many 
older communities, Granite City 
arose from the abyss of de- 
Pression as swiftly as it had 
fallen. 


Families on relief dwindled to 
350 (many of them unemploy- 
ables) in December 1940, and 
in May 1941, municipal finances 
were restored to a cash basis. 

The mills began to roar full 
blast, reviving echoes of 1917 
and 1929 as they turned out 
steel for railroads, steel for pots 
and pans, steel for national de- 
fense, steel for America. . 

At the beginning of 1941, the 
industries of Granite City were 
beginning to hum. In a survey 
conducted by the East Side 
Manufacturers Association, it 
was discovered that in the 17 
larger plants, 14,000 employees 
were working full time. 

Already Granite City was be- 
ginning to suffer from’a housing 
shortage. 

While the Kirkpatrick Homes 
were nearly completed, it was 
rumored around the city that 
Army officials had earmarked 
the project for housing of Army 
personnel. That fell through and 
public showing of the 15l-apart- 
ment project was held July 24, 
1941. 

Early in the year, the $85,000 
new structure for St. John’s 
Evangelical and Reformed 
Church was dedicated, with 
Rev. Paul Schoppe officiating.

BURNED UP LAWNS 

Bluegrass can survive a long 
drought but perennial rye grad- 
ually dies. 

Brown crispy turf is a crisis 
that seperates bluegrass from 
ryegrass. As the drought con- 
tinues a growing percentage of 
rye fails to survive. Fall rains 
and cool weather will reveal 
a checkerboard of dead, and 
growing grass. When lawns are 
a mixture of bluegrass and per- 
ennial rye a scramble develops 
between nearby bluegrass and 
broadleaf weeds to take over 
the bare spots. 

Occasional deep watering Will 
keep your grass attractive and 
reduce summertime loss from 
drought. Frequent light water- 
ing is more harmful than total 
drought because it promotes a 
disease situation and shallow 
rooting. 

Deep watering will wet the 
soil to a.depth of 6 inches. Put 
puice cans or coffee cans in the 
soak area and stop watering 
when 1 inch of water collect in 
the cans. 

Water bills feel the effect of 
extra water too. Deep watering 
costs about 75 cents per 1000 
Square feet of turf for each 
watering. This includes the 
sewer fee and is based on the 
water rates in Granite City.

JUMPING FLEAS 

When you and your family pet 
return from vacation you may 
be greeted by a large family 
of orphaned fleas. 

Flea larva develop in rugs, 
blankets and lint but turn into 
blood thirsty adults just like 
mosquitoes. While you are away 
fleas continue to mature and 
become a flock of fleas just 
waiting for your pet to return. 
In the home-coming confusion 
you may become the target and 
be plagued by jumping and 
blood thirsty fleas as they try 
to concentrate on the family pet. 

Unless you use your pet as 
a decoy, immediately dust with 
4% Malathion dust or 5% Car- 
baryl dust. Scatter the dust both 
inside and outside where your 
pet naps. There is no way you 
can keep fleas from jumping 
on you but they will soon de- 
cide to jump off to wait for 
their favorite meal ticket, the 
family pet. 


Bleeding Elms 

Oozing sap from recently cut 
limbs and compressed crotches 
requires treatment to prevent 
injury to nearby bark. 

Sap pressure causes some 
trees to bleed from recent prun- 
ing wounds or where crotches 
cause bark and sapwood to be 
compressed and crushed. Ooz- 
ing sap contains acids which 
gradually kills the bark strip 
covered by the ooze. 

Where cut limbs are bleeding 
you can often stop the bleeding 
with sealing materials like tree 
wound dressing and shellac. 
Bleeding from compressed 
crotches can be relieved by 
boring upward slanted holes 
into the compressed area or 
into the heartwood below the 
compressed area. Insert a pipe 
into the hole to drain off the 
sap. In some cases this tap- 
ping is successful when large 
cuts cannot be stopped. 


MIMOSA WEBWORM 

Mimosa webworms 
leaflets of mimosa trees to- 
gether to produce a brown 
clump of leaves. 

Mimosa webworms are small 
striped active caterpillars that 
use a silken thread to tie a 
bunch of leaflets together. When 
the old nest turns brown they 
add new leaves or start a new 
nest. 

Several generations of worms 
complicates control. Spray ap- 
plications every 3 weeks with 
carbaryl or malathion will pro- 
vide good control. Concentrate 
on existing nests but provide 
coverage to.the entire tree. 
Start your program early.

Hunting Is Endorsed 
By Wildlife Society 


The sport of hunting has been 
cited as a desirable and neces- 
Sary part of conservation in 
America by more than 5,600 
wildlife experts. 

“Concerned over increasing 
anti-hunting sentiment, “The 
Wildlife Society has gone on 
record in strong support of 
hunting in the Uited States,” 
Fred G. Evenden, executive di- 
rector of the professional con- 
servation organization, reports. 

Recent criticisms of hunting 
have centered around the be- 
liefs that hunting has a detri- 
mental effect on wildlife popu- 
lations and that killing of wild 
animals is not necessary in the 
United States today. 

“The professional conserva- 
tionist knows that these accu- 
sations are untrue. More than 
anyone, the conservationist is 
aware that the hunter plays a 
vital role in today's wildlife 
management programs,” he 
said. 

Restoration Program 

“The hunting fraternity pays 
more than $200 million for wild- 
life restoration each year. Hunt- 
ing license. fees are the back- 
bone of the 50 state fish and 
game departments. 

“An excise tax on hunting 
equipment provides over $40 
million a year, earmarked sole- 
ly for wildlife. No other group 
can match these contributions. 

“‘As for the moral question of 
the killing of wild animals, 
many people fail to comprehend 
that these animals will die 
whether they are hunted or not, 
and in neariy all cases they will 
die a much slower and more 
painful death, 

“In the wild, death rates must 
match birth rates because no 
population can expand indefi- 
nitely. If animals are over- 


protected, overpopulation re- 
sults and starvation is the in- 
evitable result. 

Wildlife Balance Sought 

“Sport hunting is regulated to 
maintain healthy balances in 
wildlife populations,” Evenden 
said. 

“Seasons are opened only 
when there is a genuine abun- 
dance of wildlife and hunting is 
needed to bring the population 
into balance with available 
food. 

“This regulated hunting in- 
sures ‘healthy populations of 
wildlife for the future while pro- 
viding recreation for 17 million 
Americans each year. 

“The professional conserva- 
tionist knows that sport hunting 
poses absolutely no threat to 
the well-being of any game spe- 
cie, In fact, without the hunter 
there would be little, if any 
wildlife left in America. 

“For these reasons, and in 
the interest of wildlife manage- 
ment and conservation, The 
Wildlife Society supports hunt- 
ing and urges education of the 
public regarding the signifi- 
cance of hunting.”

FONDUE FOR FUN, SAFETY 


Have fun with fondue cookery, 
but keep it a safe experience 
by observing a few precautions. 

Be wary of directions indica- 
ting that oil is ready when it 
bubbles. Oil may smoke or 
blaze before it bubbles on its 
own accord. Sometimes bub- 
bles will appear only when food 
is dipped into the hot oil, 

If you're using an electric 
fondue pot, heat the oil about 
15 minutes or until it reaches 
the temperature of 400 degrees 
F. 

When using a_ non-electric 
fondue pot, heat the oil in an 
uncovered pan on the range, 
and watch it closely, Never 
heat oil in a covered pan be- 
cause the oil can easily reach 
ignition point and burst into 
flames when you lift the cover. 

Your fondue cooking oil is 
ready when a one-inch cube of 
fresh bread browns in 40 to 60 
seconds. If the oil begins to 
smoke, it’s too hot, and you 
should remove it from the 
source of heat immediately. 

Use only z, metal pot with 
sloping sides‘for beef or meat 
fondue. Reseyve ceramic pots 
for cheese arid dessert fondue. 
Such- pots aren’t designed to 
withstand the high tempera- 
tures necessary for cooking 
meat, 

Prevent upsets and hot spills 
by making sure that the fondue 
pot sits on a secure, rimmed 
holder and is within easy reach 
for everyone. 


KEEP COOKOUTS OUTSIDE 


Occasionally rain can spoil a 
cookout, but don’t let bad wea- 
ther lead to tragedy. If rain 
forces you indoors, don’t finish 
barbecueing your meal in an 
enctosed space. 

Smouldering charcoal gives 
off carbon monoxide—the same 
deadly gas present in the ex- 
haust of internal combustion 
engines. Because carbon mon- 
oxide is invisible, odorless and 
tasteless, it can overcome a 
a person without warning. 

Charcoal grills. are intended 
for use outdoors where there’s 
plenty of ventilation and no 
danger of carbon monoxide 
poisoning. And you invite trag- 
edy when you move outdoor 
cooking equipment inside closed 
garages, porches, cabins, tents

State's Vehicles Still 
‘Will Use Lead Gasoline 


By JOAN MURARO 
Copley News Service 


Springfield — State-owner ve- 

hicles in Illinois will continue 
running on conventional leaded 
.pasolines at least until next 
July. 

Robert McAlpine, superintend- 
ent of the Division of Vehicles 
in the Department of General 
Services, said that exploratory 
<bids solicited last November in- 
dicated that only two firms 
would be able to furnish the 
state with the amount of non- 
Jead or low-lead gasolines re- 
quired 

New inquiries will be made 
this November, McAlpine said, 
to see if the picture has im- 
proved any. 

But, meanwhile, year-long 
contracts have been signed to 
continue purchasing regular and 
premium grades of convention- 
al motor fuels. 

Drive 142 Million Miles 

The state purchases an esti- 
mated 17.5 million gallons of 
gasoline a year for state ve- 
‘hicles, which log approximately 
142 million miles annually. 

The gasoline purchases in- 
clude both fuels which are dis- 
pensed through state pumping 
facilities and gas, which is 
bought “outside” from regular 
retailers. 

Since only two ‘suppliers could 
meet the demand for non-lead 
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or low-lead gasoline, McAlpine 
said, obviously there could only 
be two bidders if the state 
sought to switch over to the 
pollution-reducing fuels, which 
would be economically imprac- 
tical. 

Probably 50% of the state ve- 
hicle fleet could operate on the 
low-lead gasoline, McAlpine 
said, but others could not, This 
would necessitate storing dou- 
ble amounts of gasolines at 
each facility, at increased cost 
to taxpayers just for storage. 

‘Tank Wagon Shipments 

In the interest of economy, 
McAlpine said, the state tries 
to-buy a complete “tank wagon 
shipment’” of 7,000 gallons each 
time motdr fuels are bought, 
which reduces the cost. 

To accommodate this amount, 
and leave a reserve to operate 
for another day or two in case 
a delivery is delayed to a giv- 
en site, the state has been in- 
stalling 10,000-gallon tanks 
whenever new ones are needed. 
Presently, it costs anywhere 
from $1,000 to $6,000 or even 
$7,000 to install a tank, McAl- 
pine said.

“Q. My mother has given me 
a very old porcelain Chinese 
vase which has been in her 
family for years. 


Her parents were missionar- 
jes and I believe were given it 
as a gift. I doubt that it has 
terrific value as an antique, 
although it might. 


I would like very much to 
make this vase into a lamp 
base but I do not think it would 
be wise to drill a hole through 
it to provide for the cord. What 
would you suggest? 

A. I agree. Don’t drill 
through it. An outstanding 
lamp designer gives this advice. 

If you have a very fine an- 
tique (or for that matter, 
something that means a great 
deal to you), don’t take a 
chance and have it drilled. 

Merely take your vase to a 
lamp shop and have a lamp 
base designed with a piece of 
tubing at the back of the base 
to support the cord, light and 
shade. 

Then fix the vase securely to 

the base so that it is merely 
ornamental. The base could be

metal or wood and the scale 
and shape of it would, of course, 
be dictated by the vase. 

This is a very natural way 
to use an art object which you 
might not otherwise use or 
have space for displaying. 

It can illuminate the piece of 
art, too, in a special way and 
thereby enhance it. 

Be certain that you select a 
lamp shade that will be com- 
patible with your piece and 
will not detract from the base. 


Q. The work area of my kit- 
chen cabinets is smooth, wood- 
effect plastic laminate’ which 
has become dull from just 
ordinary use, not from any 
scouring with abrasives. 

Is there something that will 


bring back a hard, high gloss ~ 


to plastic laminate? 

A. I know of no material on 
the market that will do that. I 
have seen waxes on the market 
for plastic surfaces and _per- 
haps you might try one of these 
from ‘a hardware store. 

However, these generally do 
not build up a hard surface and 
are fairly easily worn off under 
the hard and constant use of 
the cabinet top. 

Some manufacturers of liquid 
plastic and acrylic materials 
say their materials can be 
used on plastic laminate. 

Tf you have a tiny place 
which is not noticeable you 
could try it out. 

However, the liquid plastic 
or acrylic is very hard to re- 
move if it gets worn in certain 
areas and you want to remove 
it and redo, 

In order to avoid your prob- 
lem, the newest plastic lamin- 
nates today are being offered 
with more textured and rough- 
er surfaces which hopefully will 
not show the tiny scratches 
which are inevitable.

The McKendree College Faces 
the Future Campaign raised 
$103,500 for operating expenses 
during the past several months, 
according to Duane W. Amburn, 
Director ‘of Development. He 
said 1,238 gifts were received 
during the campaign showing 
an average gift of $83.60. 


While the original goal was _ 


$300,000 Amburn said that a 
savings of $41,000 had been ef- 
fected on a mortgage payment, 
$40,000 on current debt service 
payment was waived by local 
banks, and a $47,000 undesig- 
nated bequest was received this 
spring which can be used as 
collateral, thus bringing the 
cash requirements down to a 
$68,500 deficit. Arrangements 
are being made with banking 
institutions to fund this deficit, 
McKendree will register for its 
Fall Term on September 13 for 
the 1971-72 academic year. 


Amburn pointed out that the 
total operating budget for this 
past fiscal year amounted to 
$1,786,000 so the deficit amounts 
to less than 4% of the total. 
Still, this continuing deficit op- 
eration must be overcome, Am- 
burn said, if a quality program 
is to be maintained, 


Total: giving to the college, in- 
cludes scholarships, endowment, 
library and miscellaneous, was 
over 28 per cent ahead of last 
year’s figures with a total fig- 
ure of $323,332. 


Amburn expressed great ap- 
preciation to the hundreds of 
workers who provided leader- 
ship for the McKendree Faces 
the Future Campaign. He point- 
ed out that great gains had 
been made by the college in 
public relations values with the 
alumni, friends, business firms, 
and church relationships.

Ethics Panel Studying How 
To Regulate Campaign Gifts

Springfield—The Illinois legis- 
ative government ethics com- 
mittee is expected to study the 
workings of a Kentucky law 
which has proven to be suc- 
cessful in governing campaign 
contributions. 

The committee is headed by 
Rep. George W. Lindberg, R 
Crystal La The Kentu 
Law, which is serving as a 
model for proposed legislation 
in other states, will be one of 
several to be considered by the 
committee when it meets 

Illinois’ governmental ethics 
was the center of some discus- 
sion with legislators in the first 
six-month session of the 77th 
General Assembly. Gov. Rich- 
ard B. Ogilvie sought some 
tough ethics legislation for those 
in Illinois government. The 
measure got through the Sen- 
ate but then was sent to a sub- 
committee of the House Execu 
tive Committee. 

The proposed legislation was 
introduced early in the session 
but was held up in a Senate 
subcommittee headed by Sen 
Thomas Lyons, D-Chicago. Dur- 
ing the closing days of the ses- 
sion, the Senate passed the pro- 
posed legislation and sent it to 
the House. 

When the legislature re- 
turns to work on Oct. 5, 
more discussion is expect- 
ed on the proposed ethics 
legislation of Gov. Ogilvie. 


The major question is 
whether or not there will be 
enough support in the House 
to get the legislation passed. 

At one time, it appeared 
the legislation would not be 
able to muster the needed 
support in the Senate, But 
when the time came there 
were enough votes to get it 
through. 

What hi; added the ethics 
spotlight is the report that New 
Jersey financier and race track 
official, Philip J. Levin, made 
campaign contributions to both 
political parties in IIL inois 

The alleged donations came 
while Levin was supposedly un- 
der investigation by the Illinois 
Racing Board 

The finding of $800,000 stashed 
in boxes in the hotel apartmen:

Paul Powell, Vienna, also has 
added to what some say is a 
need for financial disclosure 
laws in Illinois.

Here’s a time-table on bene- 
fits from the Veterans Admin- 
istration for veterans, after 
their separation from military 
service. 

The agency said a veteran 
has 10 days to notify any local 
Selective Service Board of his 
address, and 30 days to register 
if he did not do so before en- 
tering military service. 

If a veteran wants hiis old 
job back, he has 90 day 
apply to his former employer 
for re-employment. 

He has 120 days to convert 
his Servicemen’s Group Life In- 
surance (SGLI) to an individual 
policy without examination. If 
totally disabled at separation, a 
veteran has up to one year, if 
his condition does not change, 
to convert his insurance. 

Insurance Deadlines 

In either case, he must apply 
for the policy to one of the n 
ly 600 private companies par- 
ticipating in the SGLI program.

More Needy Students Get 
Lunches than Planned 


Illinois has reached more 
needy children with free or re- 
duced price school lunches than 
the total num ber originally 
thought qualified to receive 
them, the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture reports. 

In April this year more than 
380,000 Illinois children were 
served lunches for which USDA 
and the State of Illinois paid all 
or the major portion of the 
cost. Estimates of the number 
of children to receive this aid, 
made in March, placed the sum 
at 265,000. 

This figure was based on 
mandatory semi-annual esti- 
mates made by the local school 
officials and reported to the 
Illinois State Department of 
Public Instruction. Administra- 
tion of all USDA Child feeding 
programs, including the Na- 
tional Schoo] Lunch Program, 

under this agency jurisdic- 
tion in Illinois. ~ 

The April total was reached 
despite the fact that 908 of IIli- 
nois’ 4,932 schools are still with- 
out any form of child feeding. 

Food and Nutrition officials 
are urging the state agency to 
increase its efforts so that all 
schools will join the National 
School Lunch Program.

Attempt to Secure Additional Doctors May 


Be Aided by Opening of New Hospital Wing 
The acute need for additional Quad-City 


Local University Reaches Maturity; Trustees 
Vote to Grant Full Administrative Autonomy 


The Southern Illinois University board 
took a bold, decisive step Friday in agreeing 
to grant total administrative autonomy to its 
two campuses, which at least for the present 
will remain under a single board of trustees. 

The board showed full confidence in Dr. 


Jehn S. Rendleman of the Southwestern cam-» 


pus, who will advance from chancellor to 
president. At the Carbondale campus, Dr. 
Robert G. Layer, who has asked to be ‘relieved 
of the acting chancellor position, will be acting 
president; the search for a successor will con- 
tinue. 

That the search for a Carbondale leader 
has lasted this long is a symptom of the times. 
There is a shortage of prospective chancellors 
and presidents despite the prestige and the 
liberal salaries and perquisites that go with the 
job; the annual turnover has risen to 30% and 
there were. 100 resignations in the U. S. during 
a recent six-month period. 

One of the factors in Dr. Rendleman’s 
Promotion is that his record has been the ex- 
ception rather than the rule. His tenure has 
not been entirely devoid of hectic episodes, but 
the faculty and students in general have kept 
their heads and a stable climate conducive to 
higher learning has been maintained. 


The decision reached by trustees ends the 
services of an administrative council which has 
functioned since President Morris became presi- 
dent emeritus; Dr. Morris is to end even that 
title on Aug. 31, the day before the effective 
date of the new two-campus operation. 

Dr. Clarence Stephens, the council chair- 
man, and the other five members deserve 
praise for their skill and promptness in separating 
the once intertwined university administration 
into two orderly structures. Some joint functions 
remain to be studied but, in the main, the chan- 
cellors already have assumed the responsibilities 
they will encounter as presidents. 

The historic occasion of the granting of 
operational autonomy sends thoughts back to 
1957, when SIU began initial classes in Madison 
and St. Clair Counties. The 1960 statewide ref- 
erendum authorizing $25 million for construc- 
tion at the new campus was followed by busy 
years of preparation culminating in 1965 in the 
start of.instruction on the 2,600-acre site. 

The milestone which has been reached 
heralds the “coming of age’ of a university, 
born in the modern era and uniquely equipped 
and situated to meet the higher education needs 
of Illinois’ No. 2 population concentration, the 
busy and growing Illinois sector of the St. Louis 
metropolitan area. 

The past surely is only a brief prelude to 
what will be a dynamic future—a future of 
service whose dimensions can only be guessed 
at by those who have nurtured SIU-SW and 
who have enabled it, in 1971, to rise and stand 
on its own feet.

Real-Unreal B ook Traces Fight for Justice for Improverished Miners 


THE BAREFOOT MAN. By 
Davis Grubb. Simon & Schuster. 
$6.95, 


“It was through the north 
window that they would see the 
killers when they came...” 


From the very first line of 
this brutally realistic and yet 
unreal novel, the reader under- 
stands that this is no ordinary 
world he is entering, but rather 
one of nightmare. 

It is a strange, tormented 
place in which those who wan- 
der in unwittingly from the out- 
side, as does the protagonist, 


Farjeon, immediately are re- 
garded as potential strikebreak- 
ers rather than innocent wan- 
derers, 

A place where men distrust— 
and with good reason — other 
men and instead trust rats, 
again with reason. 


“ . 2. Don’t chunk no more 
coal at them rats, Jack. A rat, 
‘he’s a miner's friend. 

“When the rats start running 
—it's time to get out. A rat 
like that one yonder, he can 
hear a fall coming before it’s 
hardly commenced. There’s 


many a miner who owes his life 
to rats, mister.” 

This world into which Farjeon 
wanders, after being dispos- 
sessed from his farm during the 
Great Depression, is one in 
which tumbledown miners’ 
shacks huddle close to the killer 
coal mine in which they work. 

The mine lies close to Glory, 
W. Va., an area in which Grubb 
has located much of his fiction. 

In an effort to better their 
condition, the miners have gone 
on strike and, by doing so, have 
drawn on themselves the wrath 
of those who run the mine. 


Hired gunmen are sent in to 
break the strike. The miners 
fight back and, within 50 pages, 
a half dozen people die violently 
one by crucifixion, the others, 
among them Farjeon’s wife and 
unborn baby, by gunfire, 


Farjeon’s search, first for re- 
venge for his wife and child, 
and then for justiice for the 
poverished miners, is the major 
theme of this fascinating novel. 

The writing is up to Grubb’s 
normal fine qualitiy, except in 
some of the overly-long love 
scenes, 


New Atom Reactor Seen as Saving $2 Billion Yearly in Power Costs

An amazing nuclear reactor 
that creates more fuel than it 
consumes is America’s hope for 
an inexpensive and safe source 
of electrical power in the fu- 
ture. 

To succeed it will have to be 
a lulu. 

Known as the liquid metal 
fast-breeder reactor, it is ex- 
pected to provide up to 60% of 
the estimated 2.38 billion kilo- 
watts of generating capacity 
the United States will need by 
the year 2000. 

But the reactor does not exist 
yet in commercial form, and 
is not expected to become an 
operating economic reality until 
the mid-1980s. 

But it is the centerpiece in 
the new energy program Presi- 
dent Nixon sent to Congress 
June 4. 

The fast breeder has been un- 
der development for more than 
two decades, has been studied 
in three small experimental 
plants and will be produced in 
commercial - size demonstration 
plant by 1980 if Congress ap- 
proves. 


By that time its development 
costs to the government will 
have soared to approximately 
$2 billion, with private industry 
picking up an additional $400 
million or more in additional 
development expenses. 

If the fast breeder lives up 
to its advance billing it could 
be worth the investment. Its 
sponsors in private industry 
and the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission foresee a $2 billion an- 
nual saving over other methods 
of generating power by the year 
2000. 

The fast breeder’s unique 
attraction lies in the fact 
that it can convert abund- 
ant nonfissionable uranium 
235, wrapped in a blanket of 
uranium 238, into fissionable 
plutonium (PU 239) and the 
plutonium can then be used 
to fuel other fast-breeding 
reactors. 

In effect a cycle can be 
established that permits 
use and re-use of the same 
fuel almost indefinitely, as- 
suring an ample supply of 
nuclear fuel for centuries to 


come. 
The principle of the reactor 


has been known 
time. 

Its feasibility was first dem- 
onstrated in 1951 at the national 
reactor testing station in Idaho. 

Experimental breeder reac- 
tor I (ERB-I) was built and 
operated from August of that 
year through December 1963. 

This effort-was followed by 
the construction of two fast- 
breeder aeactors in the mid- 
1950s, the 20 megawatt experi- 
mental breeder reactor II 
(4ERB-II) and the 60 megawatt 
fermit reactor. 

This leisurely paced develop- 
ment was suddenly given ma- 
jor impetus when power de- 
mands in the United States be- 
gan to climb steeply in 1967. 

Whereas consumption of 
energy in the United States 

has doubled in the last 20 

years, it is now expected to 

be magnified sevenfold in 
the next 30 — that is, by 
the turn of the century. 

Such projections caused the 
AEC to launch an intensive de- 
velopment effort in the fast 
breeder field as the best of all 
Possible nuclear power plants. 

It produced the plans now 


for a long 


contained in the 
energy programs. 

Although Mr. Nixon's propos- 
als deal with all forms of fuel 
for power production, there is 
heavy emphasis on the fast 
power source in future years. 

The President proposed that 
an additional $27 million be pro- 
vided in this fiscal 1972 budget 
plus $50 million more later- to- 
ward development of a com- 
mercial-size fast-breeder dem- 
onstration plant of some 300 to 
500 megawatt capacity. 

It is to be completed by 1980. 

With the technical knowledge 
this will provide, the AEC is 
hoping it will be possible to de- 
sign plants of 800 to 1,000 MWE. 
capacity — the size of most of 
the commercial light water nu- 
clear power plants now operat- 
ing in the nation. 

At present, there are 22. nu- 
clear power plants, providing 
nine million kilowatts or about 
2.5% of the nation’s 340 million 
kilowatt capacity. 

Another 55 nuclear plants are 
under construction and 44 addi- 
tional plants have -been an- 
nounced and their reactors or- 
dered.

Both National Steel and GC Steel: 
Have Links with Hanna Mining Co. 


In the last issue we discussed 
the facilities.and products of the 
National Steel Corp., which 
hopes to acquire Granite City 
Steel Co. in mid-August. Boards 
of both companies have ap- 
proved the merger, and share- 
holders of the local firm are to 
vote July 29 on the proposal. 

It may be of interest to talk 
a bit about the people as well 
as the buildings and equipment. 

About 12,000 production and 
maintenance employes at Na- 
tional’s Great Lakes plant near 
Detroit, Mich., its plants at 
Portage, Ind., Buffalo, N. Y., 
and Terre Haute, Ind., and its 
ore mining operations are rep- 
resented by the United Steel- 
workers of America. 

Labor agreements covering 
these employes expire on vari- 
ous dates beginning Aug. 1, 
1971, and negotiations for new 
agreements are in progress. 

Approximately 10,000 produc- 
tion and maintenance employes 
at National’s Weirton, W. Va., 
and Steubenville, O., plant are 
represented by the Independent 
Steelworkers Union, Inc., an un- 
affiliated labor organization. 

The labor agreement cover- 
ing such employes expires on 
Aug. 1, 1971, and negotiations 
for new agreements are in proc- 
ess. 

National also has labor agree- 
ments with various unions rep- 
resenting 350 employes at its 
steel service centers, 500 at its 
aluminum fabricating plants 
and 475 at its coal mine opera- 
tions. 

Granite City Steel had 5,500 
employes on March 31. It rec- 
ognizes the United Steelworkers 
of America as the collective 
bargaining representative for 
71% and the International 
Chemical Workers Union as the 
collective bargaining represent- 
ative for 24%, of its hourly em- 
ployes. 

Six other unions represent an 
aggregate of fewer than 300 
employes. 

There has been no strike at 
the Granite City Steel Co. plant 
since 1955, when employes rep- 
resented by the United Steel- 
workers were out for 12 hours 
during a nationwide strike. 
Granite City Steel employes did 
not participate in the national 
steel strike that took place in 
1959. 

The International Chemical 
Workers Union had not been in- 
volved in any strikes since the 
acquisition in 1951 by Granite 
City Steel of its blast furnaces 
and coke plant until Oct. 1, 1968, 
when they went on strike for 53 
days. 

Except for a short strike in 
1970 by hourly employes of a 
small subsidiary, the other 
unions have rfot been involved 
in a strike during their bar- 
gaining history with Granite 
City. 

The current labor a, 
ment with the United Steel- 
workers of America may 
not be terminated by either 
party until 60 days after a 
new labor agreement has 
been reached between the 
United Steelworkers of 
America and the basic 
steel industry. 

The labor ‘agreement with 
the International Chemical 
Workers Union has a simi- 
lar provision. 

Granite City Steel has non- 
contributory pension plans for 
its hourly and salaried em- 
ployes. 

Total pension costs represent- 

ig current service costs and 
interest on unfunded past serv- 
ice liabilities were $3,090,000 for 
1968, $3,554,000 for 1969, $4,241,- 
000 for 1970 and $1,234,000 for 
the three months ended March 
31, 1971. 

The company’s policy is to 
fund pension costs accrued. A 
change during the year 1970 in 
actuarial valuation factors had 
the effect of increasing net in- 
come for that year by $168,000. 

At Dec. 31, 1970, the Granite 
City Steel Co. Pension Trust 
Funds had assets valued at 
$27,490,000. 

The estimated unfunded “past 
service liability as of the 1970 
determination dates of the plans 
was $34,237,000.

Steel would continue to serve 
following the acquisition.

Veeder, a Granite (City Steel 
Co. director since 1953, is board 
chairman and chief executive 
officer of the local steel firm. 

Chambers, a GC Steel board 
member since 1967, is the In- 
terco, Inc. (formerly Interna- 
tional Shoe Co.) chairman and 
chief executive officer. 

The principal properties and 
executive offices of Granite 
City Steel are located in and 
around Granite City. 

The steel plant, which oc- 
cupies tracts aggregating 
242 acres—with an adjacent 
150-acre tract available for 
expansion—contains as prin- 
cipal items of property and 
equipment the basic oxygen 
furnace plant, a 46-inch high 
lift slab mill, a computer- 
ized 80-inch continuous hot 
strip mill, various cold re- 
duction and finishing facili- 
ties, mold foundry, steam 
and electric power-produc- 
ing facilities and three gal- 
vanizing lines, 

Most of the cold reduction 
and certain auxiliary facili- 
ties were built in 1946 and 
will require modernization 
over the. next several years. 
The blast furnace-coke plant 

is located on tracts aggregating 
205 acres approximately one 
mile from the steel plant and 
connected to the plant by a 
Granite City Steel-owned rail 
system. 

Principal items of| property 
and equipment in this plant are 
a sintering plant, two blast fur- 
naces, 137 coke ovens in three 
batteries, a by-products plant 
and auxiliary ‘equipment. 

Granite City Steel also owns 
512 acres of farm and Jake prop- 
erty in the vicinity of the blast 
furnace and coke plant, over 300 
acres of which are used for a 
waste-water disposal system. 

The local steel company also 
owns a 50% interest in an iron 
ore mine and pellet-firm locat- 
ed at Pilot Knob, Mo. ‘The other 
50% is owned by the Hanna 
Mining Co. 

Granite City Steel leases 
dock and harbor frontage 
on the Chain of Rocks Canal 
on the Mississippi River, 
one mile from the steel 


plant. 
This facility, used for 
barge shipments, is leased 
until 1973 with rights to re- 
new until 2002 and is sub- 
ject to termination or modi- 
fication if the Department 
of the Army exercises cer- 
tain rights of entry, termi- 
nation or modification under 
its lease to the Bi-State De- 
velopment Agency, 

A river-water intake system 
consists of four large pumps 
adjacent to the dock and harbor 
frontage leased by Granite City 
Steel and is connected by a 54- 
inch underground water line ex- 
tending to a concrate reservoir 
at the steel plant. 

Granite City Steel also can 
obtain water from four Ranney- 
type wells. 

Warehouse facilities operated 
by a subsidiary are located in 
eight cities in the Midwest mar- 
ket area. 

A plant producing welded 
steel tubing from flat rolled 
steel, operated by a subsidiary 
in a building under Jong-term 
lease, is located in Gerald, Mo., 
60 miles southwest of St. Louis. 
The principal equipment in this 
plant consists of five tube mills. 

Granite City Steel’s executive 
offices are located in a five- 
story steel office building con- 
taining 58,000 square feet of of- 
fice space.

PRUNING RHODODENDRONS 
AND AZALEAS 

Rhododendrons and azaleas 
should be pruned after they 
flower to control size and main- 
tain annual bloom. 

Rhododendrons can be lightly 
pruned to maintain size by re- 
moving occasional top branches 
each year. One or two cuts will 
remove a prominant shoot and 
shift the emphasis to strong 
side limbs. Remove the old 
flower clusters to promote new 
shoots. 

Azaleas should be pruned im- 
mediately after flowering. Re~ 
move a few of the largest 
branches each year to provide 
room for vigorous new growth. 
Remove entire branches to the 
large stem or crown. Remove 
old flowers and occasional 
crosslimbs to complete the job.

SUMMER TREE CARE 

Borers are a natural threat 
to trees weakened by trans- 
planting or natunral disasters. 

Borers naturally occur in 
Birch, Dogwood, Maple, Lilac 
and flowering fruit trees, Nat- 
ural control of borers occurs 
when trees are vigorous and 
free of injuries.

If crickets 
are common in your area make 
another application in early fall.

Varnished brown globs 
wrapped around twigs like stale 
chewing gum are next years 
tent caterpillars. 

The cycle from worms and 
tents to eggs for next years 
generation is complete when 
you find these varnished egg 
clusters on your shrubs. If you 
see a generous scattering of 
brown globs on your plants 
there is no need for alarm until 
spring. One shot of malathion 
or carbaryl in early spring will 
provide easy control.

Balance Meat On Spit 

When using a spit'or rotis- 
serie, make sure that ithe meat 
is properly balanced so that the 
spit turns easily and freely 
Boneless rolled roasts are us- 
ually easier to balance on a 
spit than bone-in cuts. 

Insert the spit lengthwise 
through the center of the roa 
Most spits have adjustable tines 
to secure the meat so that it 
turns only with the rod. 

When the meat is secured, 
rotate the spit by hand to check 
for balance. 

Prevent Freezer Burn 

Package food that you plan 
to freeze in moisture-vapor-re- 
sistant materials. Good choices 
include freezer jars, aluminum 
and plastic freezer containers 
and waxed cartons. 

Also convenient and satisfac- 
tory for some frozen products 
are sheet wrapping materials, 
such as moisture-vapor-resistant 
plastic films, freezer aluminum 
foil, heavily waxed freezer pa- 
per or laminated papers.
